British Peers Will Reject 
the Budget Today. 


Lord Morley Warns His Fellows 
That They Will Sound Note 
for Angry and Prolonged Bat- 
tle --- Country Impressed by 
Speeches of Liberal Peers. 


London, November 20.—Lord Morley’s 
was the absorbing 
event of the budget debate today in 
the house of lodrs. The secretary of 
state for India dilated upon the im- 
portance of the struggle as viewed at 
home and abread, and he called 
attention to the fact that foreign na- 
tiong were watching anxiously the out- 
come of the conflict, to see whether 
there would be any in Eng- 
land's fiscal policy. 

He quoted Burke to the effect that 
the house of lords had no right in any 
cense to the disposition of the public 
purse, and contended that if there was 
one thing that could not wisely be sub. 
mitted to a referendum it was the bud- 
get, with all its complexities. 

In addition. a referendum would 
weaken what was most important to 
maintain, namely, a sense of responsi- 
bility in the house qf commons. 

The Lords and Socialism. 

As to the lords’ contention that their 
rejection of. the budget would arrest 
the wave of socialism, he refused to

believe that British artisans were prec- 
atory or socialistic; but even granting 
that the misery existing among some 
classes had produced a movement akin 
to socialism, it was hardly wise of the 
lords to take up «@ position exposing 
them to the charge of straining, the 
constitution and of being shemonne of 
the rich against the poor. 

“The more triumphant the madesien 
for Lord Lansdowne’'s’ amendment,” 
said Lord Morley, “the huger the dis- 
parity between the numbers of the 
government and the numbers of the 
opposition, the more flagrant will be 
the political scandal,” 

Impressive Warning. 

Lord Morley concluded his speech 
with an impressive warning that when, 
tomorrow, the curtain fell on an 
empty house, they would know that 
the note had been sounded for an an- 
gry. and, perhaps, a prolonged battle. 
When the secretary resumed his seat, 
the small minority of liberal peers 
broke into enthusiastic cheers. 

Lord Rothschild, liberal unionist, 
spoke very briefly, dwelling chiefly on 
the difficulty of raising capital, even 
for the best English enterprises, while 
Russia and Japan found it compara- 
tively easy to borrow money. 

Lord James, of Hereford, quoted Pitt, 
Palmerston and Lord John Russell 
against the lords’ claim of power to re- 
ject the budget. 

Lord Swaythling defended the bud- 
get. He contended that British credit 
was still the best in the world. potnt- 
ing out that Japan was able to borrow 
because it offered large interest. Many 
other peers spoke, nearly all of them in 
favor of Lansdowne’'s amendment, and 
the debate was adjourned at midnight. 

Country Impressed by Liberals. 

Although the result of the division 
tomorrow is a foregone conclusion, it 
cannot be doubted that the house and 
the country have been greatly = im- 
pressed with the oratorical skill dis- 
played in the upper house, and espe- 
cially by the powerful arguments of 
the liberal peers against the course 
the lords are pursuing. Evidence of 
this is beginning to show itself in the 
conservative press. 

The Daily Telegraph, which has been 
an firm advocate of the rejection of the 
budget. makes the significant admis- 
sion that the moral of the brilliant de- 
bate is not that the house of lords 


should be abolished, or be shorn of the 
power of veto, which is essential to its 
existence; but that it should be recon. 
stituted, so that its more distinguished 
members should not be swamped in 
the lobbies by the peers who have 
never given proof of political capacity.

The trouble was smoothed | 
over at the time, but was renewed | 
when the men had started back to 
town. Walls and Holland, according 
to Collum. riding up alongside his 
wagon and starting the shooting. 

Walls was instantly killed by a 
shot through the neck, while Holland 
was shot through the cHeek and in 
the back.

New York, November 29.—With the 
bull leaders maintaining their passive 
attitude, and with outside buying re- 
stricted by the approaching gvvern- 
ment reports, the cotton market ruled 
easier today, under scattering liquida- 
tion and bear pressure, encouraged 
by unfavorable crop accounts from 
abroad and the fallure-of recent small 
crop estimates to stimulate demand. 
The close was barely steady at a net 
decline of 5@20 poipts. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 32@8 pwoints, but there was 
not a full response to strong cables, 
and the declining tendency soon de- 
veloped. The circulation of December 
notices caused some liquidation of 
near months; the crop estimate of a 
prominent New Orieans authority, 
placing the growth at 10,625,000 bales, 
exclusive .of linters, was probably a 
disappointment to some recent buy- 
ers of late positions. At any rate, of- 
ferings were rather general, while

WEEKLY COTTON LETTER. 

The net result of the trading dur- 
ing the week is commonly held to 
have been a fair increase in the out- 
standing short interest in all markets, 
with a considerable liquidation of the 
scattered long interest, whose cotton 
has passed into stronger hands. 

The influences that have been promi- 
nent have had very little direct con- 
nection with cotton itself, but have 
been of a kind to cause some uneasi- 
ness regarding the trade situation as 
a whole, such as the adverse decision 
in the case of Standard Oil and the 
pclitical disturbance in England inci- 
dent upon the passing of the budget. 

These unsettling occurrences have 
encouraged bears to renew their at- 
tacks on prices, but the success of 
these attacks as measured in points 
has'not been large, the market today 
being back once more at almost the 
point from which the deciine started, 
and with the technical position much 
healthier for the experience. 

AS we read the facts of the situa- 
tion, the position of tton is gaining 
Strength steadily. The movement has 
fallen off sharply, pointing to exhaus- 
tion of the crop at an earlier period 
than ever before. Spot markets have 
been exceedingly Steady, refusing to 
follow any declines in futures in an 
important way, but responding prompt- 
ly to advances. Holders are every- 
where receiving all the financial as- 
Sistance required, and there is no 
pressure to sell the actual staff, nor 
Sty accumulation of stocks that 
threatens to become burdensome. 

As long as this remains true. de- 
clines, resulting from bear drives, or 
profit-taking Sales, will, in our opin- 
ion, prove temporary, and provide a 
favorable opportunity to buy cotton. 
There is still a disposition to take 
pronts around 15 cents, and advances 
above that price should be followed 
with caution for the present, though 
we feel confident that it is only a 
question of a short time when prices 
will move up into new high territory. 
The impulse required for this may 
come from the government estimate of 
the crop, to be issued on December 10 
should that coincide approximately 
crop estimates which have appeared 
from private sources, or may be post- 
poned for the slower working of the 
law of supply and demand. Sooner or 
later, however, the Strength of the 
Situation is going to make itself felt 
and those who buy cotton in periods 
of weakness will, in our opinion find 
very little cause to regret it. —

[CHANGING REPORTS 
BOTHER WALL STREET 


Discussion as to Probable Ac- 
tion of Congress on Tariff 
Revision and Trusts. 


New York, November 29.—A s.fugglie 
against the forces of reaction was per- 
ceptible in the stock market specula- 
tion today, which was overshadowed, 
however, by the lowering prospect of 
the approaching session of congress, 
and the fears of the legislative pro- 
gram of the trust problem. Sugges- 
tions of a reopening of the tariff re- 
vision question at the coming session 
also had their effect. In the light of 
the Standard Oil decision and the se- 
rious consequences for corporations 
involved in the government's power 
there affirmed, further procedure in 
the direction of combinations is made 
a matter of grave consideration, The 
copper group continues to reflect most 
closely the mutation of feeling on the 
subject, owing to the advanced stage 
to which the project for a consolida- 
tion of copper producers had reached, 
and the apparent continuance of ef- 
forts to find a way to carry Out the 
project without contravention of the 


principles laid dowh in the new inter- 
pretations of the anti-trust law. Ru- 
mors current about the stock exchange, 


las to prospects of success in these ef- 


forts, var’ from day to day, and al- 
most from hour to hour. The feverigh 
fiuctuation of prices in that group 
usually have a bad effect on the whole 
market. The market for copper metal 
is almost as much upset by the ehang- 
ing reports on the subject. A violent 
decline in the price of copper warrants 
occurred in the London market today. 
The demand from consumers, which 
was stimulated when an agreement to 
restrict productions seemed imminent, 
is restrained again, and the whole 
trade suffers in consequence. 

The vicissitudes of the prosecution 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany were refiected in the fresh 
liquidation in that stock today, down 
to 1165-8, the lowest price level of 
the year. This was accompanied by 
reports of undesirable prominence to 
be given the company’s affairs in the 
forthcoming presidential message, 
with the chances of a ‘congressional 
investigation looking beyond. Wall 
street looks for possible effects from 
such an investigation, similar to those 
hich followed the insurance investi- 
gation, and a nervous feeling becomes 
manifest whenever the subject comes 
to the surface. 

Another restraining influence on the 
speculation is the belief that the time 
for relaxation of the money market 
may be deferred.
